His face is a clinical deadpan as in an uncoached voice. Dr Walter 
Smartt, chief of the Los Angeles venereal disease control division, 
turns from examining a syphilitic insane patient in a recently 
produced film and tells us that in California “ V.D. is epidemic, and 
out of control ” 
An exaggeration'* 
Statistics don t often command the emotions, but those describing 
the recent wild fire of venereal disease everywhere in the country, 
including Lompoc, can be overwhelming 
Nationally, health authorities expect the ranks of those contracting 
or recontracting gonorrhea this year to number some two million and 
say that syphilis, which increased by a solid 15.6 per cent last year, 
could become epidemic all by itself. 
In California, where V D 
has topped the list of reported 
communicable diseases for the tenth successive vear, there is now- 
more reported gonorrhea and syphilis than all other communicable 
diseases combined and. health officials explain, the problem is 
compounded by the fact that there are up to four times as many cases 
that go unreported 
Spot surveys and public health estimates provide startling glimpses 
of the problem s magnitude: 
— One random sampling of 164,000 California women revealed that 
10 per cent unknowingly suffered from gonorrhea 
— Los Angeles school officials calculate that one in five High School 
teens will contract a venereal disease before graduation. 
— Fully six per cent of all women having babies at the U.S.C. 
Hospital in 19/0 were found to be unknowingly infected with 
gonorrhea. 
— A San Diego Public Health researcher estimates that 50.000 
California men now unknowingly carry syphilis and 100.000 California 
women are unaware that they carry and spread gonorrhea 
— The State spent over $2 million in 1968 to care for our syphilitic 
blind and insane and untreated gonorrhea has become the most 
common cause of sterility in both sexes. 
The outbreak in Santa Barbara county has kept pace with the 
pandemic in the rest of the country, authorities say. with a rise of 
from 490 cases of both syphilis and gonorrhea in 1967 to 1.392 and 1.162 
in 1970 and 1970. Though the '71 figures register a dip from 1970.

prevention chief Dr 
Frank Cline terms the drop 
insignificant and says that County venereal disease is still grow ing 
“ I don l think there’s any question. ’ Cline answered a question as to 
whether or not V.D is epidemic in the county.

Shockley has been engaged 
in genetic studies although 
his primary responsibility 
at Stanford is as a professor 
of electrical engineering 
But 
for 
the 
past 
five 
y e a r s , 
by 
h i s 
o wn 
accounting, he has occupied 
himself 
with 
genetical 
studies focusing on blacks 
who he contends have a 
g e n e t i c 
d i s a d v a n t a g e 
compared to whites. 
This does not mean that 
Shockley follows the Hitler 
d o c t r i n e 
of 
A r y a n 
supremacy. 
Based 
upon 
population 
he 
has 
found 
Jewish Nobel Prize winners 
occur about ten times more 
often

would 
be 
expected 
As 
for 
white 
s u p r e m a c y . 
Sh o c k l e y 
stated : 
“ My 
findings 
do 
not 
support a theory of white 
Aryan supremacy. I have 
found

the national average on a 
per capita basis in achieving 
the distinction of election to 
the National Academy of 
Sciences.

Olympic reform

The venerable Mr. Avery 
Brundage will now retire 
after 
a 
very 
long 
stewardship, 
and 
the 
moment is opportune to 
rescue the Olympic Games 
from hypocrisy 
They suffer, as things now 
stand, 
from 
how 
they 
exclude, 
and 
how 
they 
include 
In recent years, South 
Africa has been excluded 
and, on the eve of the games 
in Munich, the state of 
Rhodesia 
The Rhodesian 
exclusion was engineered by 
a gaggle of neighboring 
states, under the general 
rotection of the Soviet 
nion, who insisted that 
Rhodesia's internal policies 
are inconsistent with the 
ideals of Olympia. That is 
indisputably true, but then 
so are the internal policies 
of virtually every country in 
the 
world 
As 
between 
Rhodesia and, say, Ethopia 
— which was prominent in 
the campaign for exclusion 
— 
who 
is 
to 
express 
preference on the question 
of democratic practices? 
The racism built into the 
Rhodesian constitution is 
unquestionably deplorable, 
but unlike Uganda — which 
called for Rhodesia's ouster 
— 
Rhodesia 
does 
not 
physically 
eject 
the 
oppressed race And in any 
case, the whole idea of 
objecting 
to 
the 
participation of any nation 
in a sports contest that 
admits the Soviet Union and 
its satellites is morally and 
intellectually contemptible. 
It deserves that special 
disdain earned by the moral 


bully who never breathes a 
word of criticism of the man 
who is as strong or stronger 
than he is. 
And then there is the 
vexed 
question 
of 
professionalism. 
The 
standard is quite explicitly 
set down in the Olympic 
definition, 
to 
wit: 
“ An 
amateur 
is 
one 
who 
participates and always has 
participated in sport solely 
for pleasure . and to whom 
participation in sport is 
nothing 
more 
than 
recreation without material 
gain direct or indirect....” 
Now there are American 
athletes who will clearly 
profit, indirectly, from their 
showing in the Olympics. 
But 
their 
transgressions 
against the code are venial 
when 
compared, 
for 
instance, with the Olympic 
regimen of Soviet athletes. 
Soviet athletes are about as 
amateur as Joe DiMaggio, 
Richard Nixon, and Zsa Zsa 
Gabor. 
The 
ladies 
and 
gentlemen from Russia who 
went to Munich “ solely for 
pleasure” 
are 
hard, 


E 
rofessional 
athletes 
amessed 
by 
the state, 
leashed 
to 
the 
state, 
rewarded and punished by 
the state, and to pretend 
that it is otherwise is less to 
indulge the impostors, than 
to dishonor ourselves for 
conniving at imposture. 
On the other hand, it is not 
easy 
to 
draw 
the 
line 
between amateur and pro, 
and this probably is one of 
the cases where it is better 
to 
eliminate 
the 
line 
altogether than to try to 
limit it. Accordingly the 


next Olympic czar should 
initiate a reform of the 
Olympics, opening them up 
to sportsmen in whatever 
category In many sports it 
will 
not 
make 
much 
difference. There are no 
professional 
discuss 
throwers, 
after 
all. 
Primarily it would make a 
difference in sports that 
attract paying spectators — 
sports 
like 
hockey 
and 
basketball and soccer. I 
note that the Russians beat 
the Americans in basketball 
for the first time, by the 
applicable use of the long 
count. I look forward to the 
day when, in basketball, the 
Soviets 
put 
up 
their 
professionals 
(the 
same 
team they sent to Munich) 
against 
the 
Harlem 
Globetrotters 
They 
can 
monkey with the watch any 
way they want, and we'll 
still win. 
As for participation in the 
sport, the line is as difficult 
to draw as the amateur's 
line, and the only thing to do 
is sensibly to universalize 
participation 
in 
it: 
no 
exclusions. Any de facto 
government of a territory 
whose athletes otherwise 
qualify should be permitted 
to bring a team to Montreal. 
Although it is unlikely 
that there is anything that 
could be done that would 
totally 
depoliticalize 
the 
Olympics — anything in that 
direction would help Help, 
for instance, in reducing the 
public 
temptation 
to 
commit 
indignities, 
like 
those of the two American 
runners 
who 
s e lf­ 
consciously soft-shoed their 


way 
through 
the 
Star 
Spangled Banner. And in 
reducing the temptation to 
such 
horrors 
as 
the 
kidnapping of the Israeli 
team That resulted not only 
in the death of the hostages, 
but in the appallingly stupid 
and cruel retaliation by the 
government 
of 
Israel 
against stray women and 
children as unrelated to the 
terrorists, for all that we 
know of the matter, as 
Golda 
Meir 
is 
to 
the 
Merchant of Venice 
No 
doubt, in a higher political 
age, efforts will continue to 
politicize the Olympics. But 
at least the governors of the 
event 
should 
make 
it 
difficult for the polemical 
opportunists, by stripping 
the 
Olympics 
of 
the 
hypocrisies 
that 
attract 
ideological vultures in to 
make their grisly points

More Olympics 
after Denver? 


-The Senate Friday approved $15 5 million 
Denver, and voted to 
WASHINGTON (UPI) 
in federal aid for the 1976 Winter Olympics in 
create a presidential commission to study whether American athletes 
should take part in future Olympic games. 
The study amendment, adopted by voice vote, was sponsored by Sen 
John V. Tunney, DCalif., who criticized “the petty bickering, partisan 
judging, outrageous blunders and, finally, unparalleled barbarism" of 
the recent summer gam es in Munich 


The full bill authorizing taxpaid subsidies for Olvmpic construction 
at Denver was then approved, 59 to 3, and sent to the House 
The tree dissenters were Sens. Fred R Harris, D-Okla ; J William 
Fulbright, D Ark., and Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn 
The Senate 
overwhelmingly rejected repeated attempt by Harris to undercut or 
effectively kill the bill by returning it to the Senate Interior 
Committee for further study. 
Harris complained that taxpayers would be forced to finance “ rich 
men s gam es" at Denver 


The Tunney amendment called for a seven-member commission, 
appointed by the President, to review "objectives" of the Olympic 
movement, future U S. participation, the role of the federally 
chartered U.S. Olympic Committee in international sports, “and the 
manner in which United States participation in the Olympic games has 
been organized and administered by the com m ittee. ’ ’ 
The commission would report its preliminarv findings prior to the 
February. 1973, meeting of the International Olympic Committee 
The proposed com mission would not include any members of the 
USOC or any national athletic association or federation. 
It would be instructed to recommend ways to assure "fair and 
equitable 
selection of teams, coaches and officials and means of 
protecting them at future games, should they attend 


Leading the argument of anti-Olympic senators, Harris charged 
that most of the Denver games organizers were wealthy businessmen 
who would simply increase their gains at taxpayers expense if the 
games were held 
If a lot of people are going to get rich out of this, why shouldn’t they 
put up the cost0 
Harris shouted "Why should working class people 
pay for a lot of other people to get rich? The taxpayers ought not to be 
asked to pay for these rich men’s gam es." 
The bill s authority to spend $15 5 million for construction would be 
void if Colorado voters adopt 
a proposed state constitutional 
amendment in the Nov. 7 election that would prohibit spending any 
state funds on the 1976 Olympics. This would effectively eliminate 
Denver as the site 
Colorado has budgeted $6 2 million toward the gam es, but polls have 
shown a majority of the state's residents don't want to be hosts 
Harris said the Senate should wait until after the election and follow 
Colorado’s lead
